GRANDSTAND 

Day one of the 1994 Embassy World Professional Championships puts 
snooker in the frame as Steve Rider introduces ‘Grandstand’ on 
Saturday, April 16. 


There is record prize money on offer at the end of the 17-day 
competition at the Crucible in Sheffield and among those bidding 
for the £180,000 winner’s cheque is reigning champion Stephen 
Hendry. The Scotsman, world champion in three of the last four 
years, opens his campaign against Bournemouth-based Indian 
Surinder Gill, who has already beaten seven opponents to reach 
this stage. 


On the other table, 1985 champion Dennis Taylor of Northern 
Ireland faces a tough encounter with teenage sensation Ronnie 
O’Sullivan, who is looking to add a world crown to his UK title.

"Light" entertainment was positively lacking when BBC-2 was first 
due to be launched on to television screens, 30 years ago on 
April 20, 1964. In fact, there was no light at all - and no 
entertainment! 


A power cut that left half of London in darkness forced all 
programmes to be cancelled, and the channel was belatedly 
launched for a second time the following day - this time 
successfully. 


On Saturday, April 16, BBC-2 celebrates three decades of 
programming as wildlife expert Sir David Attenborough, who ran 
the channel between 1965 and 1968, returns as Controller for one 
night only, to present his own choice of programmes from BBC-2’s 
30-year history. 


Current BBC-2 Controller Michael Jackson _ says: "David 
Attenborough helped make BBC-2 what it is today, and I’m 
delighted that a programme-maker and executive of such 
distinction is contributing to the 30th anniversary of the 
channel. This evening of programmes will be a celebration of 
BBC-2’s rich and varied history, characterising its past, yet 
pointing to its future." 


The evening includes illustrations of BBC-2’s wide range of 
programming, from an episode of the classic drama series 
‘Elizabeth R’ and mould-breaking jazz programmes, to one of 
today’s most innovative formulas, ‘Video Nation’. 


JAZZ ON BBC-2 

A keen jazz enthusiast, Attenborough introduces BBC-2’s 
retrospective evening with performances by some of the greatest 
names in jazz history. BBC-2’s coverage of jazz performance set 
a standard for others to follow, and programmes such as ‘Jazz 
625’ were acclaimed by viewers and critics alike. 


His selection includes the late Count Basie, pianist-composer 
Duke Ellington and renowned singer Ella Fitzgerald. 


7.45 - 8.00pm 


COLOUR ME TWO 

The arrival of colour was described as the most exciting 
development in broadcasting since television began. BBC-2 beat 
every other channel in Europe by becoming the first channel to 
transmit in colour, with the 1967 coverage of the Wimbledon 
Tennis Championships. In this 10-minute documentary, viewers and 
early television pioneers recall how the grass became greener on 
BBC-2.

AN EVENING IN WITH DAVID ATTENBOROUGH: refers | 
ONE PAIR OF EYES: TEMPORARY PERSON PASSING THROUGH 

Originally transmitted in 1967, ‘One Pair Of Eyes’ was a series 
of highly-personal documentary films by Christopher Ralling. In 
‘Temporary Person Passing Through’, the very first episode in the 
series in which people from all walks of life were invited to 
choose a theme, write a script and collaborate with a director 
on the realization, distinguished journalist and traveller James 
Cameron returns to India to give a personal account of a country 
he has known intimately for a long time. 


In a Radio Times interview, published at the time, he says of the 
series: "I was closely involved in India’s struggle for 
independence. I love the place and it worries me profoundly. 


"This is certainly more than a documentary of India, it is a 
journey round the inside of the skull of an English liberal, 
looking back on a love affair with an affection as enduring as 
it is uneasy."

THE ASCENT OF MAN 

A landmark television series came to the screen in 1973, when 
BBC-2 charted ‘/The Ascent Of Man’, in which philosopher and 
historian Dr Jacob Bronowski presented his personal view of man’s 
evolution. 


In a 10-minute compilation of episodes from this inspirational 
13-part series, Bronowski looks at man’s major discoveries, from 
agriculture to DNA - and the evolution of his thought.

CALL MY BLUFF REVISITED 

Appealing to old and young alike in its 23-year history, ‘Call 
My Bluff’ made more people lie than any other television 
programme. 


In a duel of words and wit in which three panellists give a 
definition of an obscure word, inviting the opposing side to 
decide who is telling the truth, the first episode of ‘Call My 
Bluff’ saw Frank Muir, Marjorie Proops and Alan Simpson compete 
against Robert Morley, Celia Johnston and Max Adrian. 


In a special edition of the popular panel game, devised by Mark 
Goodson and Bill Todman, which ran on BBC-2 from 1965 to 1988, 
Robert Robinson returns to chair a modern-day version of ’Call 
My Bluff’, in which original captain Frank Muir and his team pit 
their wits against Joanna Lumley’s team.

ELIZABETH R: THE LION’S CLUB 

Glenda Jackson wears the crown as ‘Elizabeth R’ in one of the 
most celebrated of all BBC costume dramas which hit the screens 
on February 17, 1971. 


The six-part series, produced by Roderick Graham, was shown in 
over 64 countries worldwide and attracted an average weekly 
audience of over 14 million. So popular was the series, that 
when a football match between Arsenal and Manchester United was 
scheduled against it on BBC-1, the BBC received hundreds of 
complaints from angry viewers who wanted to watch both. 


In the first episode, ‘The Lion’s Club’ by John Hale, which also 
stars Ronald Hines, Daphne Slater, Rosalie Crutchley and John 
Ronane, Admiral Seymour is arrested while trying to abduct King 
Edward VI. He is accused of planning to marry the King to Lady 
Jane Grey, a claimant to the throne - and of himself wanting to 
marry Princess Elizabeth. With the help of William Cecil, 
Elizabeth maintains her innocence and is cleared of all guilt. 


A 10-minute compilation of some of BBC-2’s most acclaimed dramas 
follows ‘Elizabeth R’.

SHOW _OF THE WEEK: DAME EDNA EVERAGE 

Millions of viewers made a regular weekly date with BBC-2 when 
‘Show Of The Week’ introduced a range of talent from around the 
world. One of the stars of the series was the doyenne of 
Australian culture Dame Edna Everage, the alter-ego of comedian 
Barry Humphries. 


The evening includes a rare chance to see early Edna as she 
bullies and mocks her guests, including Katie Boyle, Raymond 
Baxter and the long-suffering Madge Allsop, in an edited version 
of ‘The Barry Humphries Show’, first transmitted in September,

After publicly announcing that he will blow his brains out on air 
and denouncing the lies and hypocrisies perpetuated by the media, 
Howard Beale finds himself an instant hit with the viewers. 


With a new show - and a new role as the straight-talking 
spokesman of the discontented - Beale abruptly discovers a 
religious mission and injects his broadcasts with an evangelical 
fervour. But, when he begins attacking the giant business 
conglomerates he believes are taking over the country - including 
the one that owns the TV station - his bosses decide the time has 
come to silence "The Mad Prophet" forever. 


Released in 1976, the film is written by Paddy Chayefsky, who won 
an Academy Award for Best Original Screenplay. There were 
Oscars, too, for Faye Dunaway as TV executive Diana Christenson, 
and Beatrice Straight as Louise, wife of news division director 
Max Schumacher (William Holden). The cast also includes Robert 
Duvall and Ned Beatty.

The bitter sporting boycott that has excluded South Africa from 
international cricket for 14 years is unravelled in ‘The Team 
They Wouldn’t Play’ on Saturday, April 16. 


In the Spring of 1970, the South Africans were acclaimed as one 
of the world’s finest cricketing nations, having won their Test 
series against Australia. But the outstanding skills of Barry 
Richards, Mike Procter, Eddie Barlow and the Pollock brothers 
were never seen in Test play again as the international game 
turned its back on those it perceived to be the symbol of 
apartheid. 


With South Africa preparing to play a Test series in England for 
the first time since 1965, Jonathan Agnew revisits the scene of 
the boycott and assesses who were the real victims and who were 
the ultimate victors. 


The programme includes enlightening interviews with the players 
mentioned above, plus Ian Chappell, who played for Australia 
against the South Africans in 1970, and Allan Lamb, who was born 
in South Africa and played Test cricket for England. 


Khaya Majola, the leading non-white cricketer in South Africa 
during the 1970s and 80s, describes his experiences, while Thabo 
Mbeki, the African National Congress chairman, and Peter Hain, 
MP, who led the protest against the 1970 tour, offer their views 
on the situation.

A hot-shot young director of light entertainment movies has a 
shocking clash with reality when he tries to make a film with 
deeper social significance in ‘Sullivan’s Travels’, Preston 
Sturges’ witty and ironic attack on the pretensions of Hollywood 
film-makers, which is showing as part of BBC-2’s ‘Filmworks’ 
season on Saturday, April 16. 


Producer John L Sullivan (Joel McCray) is determined to make a 
rather deeper film than his last hit, "Ants In Your Pants Of 
1939", and sets out to leave the unreal world of Hollywood behind 
and learn about real life. By mistake he finds himself a member 
of a chain gang in the swamps of Louisiana - the very reality he 
has been seeking. Sullivan realises that "real" people have 
quite enough social significance in their daily lives; what they 
need is the escapist entertainment he makes so well. 


"On one level ‘Sullivan’s Travels’ could be seen as Sturges’ ode 
to the art of entertainment," says screenwriting expert Robert 
McKee, who introduces the film. "But I think its real motivation 
is not what it’s for but what it’s against - it’s not a defence 
of the ethic of laughter but an attack on the smug pretensions 
of other film-makers. 


"Comedy is the angry art. And Sturges’ primary target is the 
genre known as ‘social drama’, Hollywood’s half-assed effort to 
redeem itself." In shooting at his target, McKee adds, Sturges 
takes pot-shots at a number of contemporary social dramas. But 
despite the anger, the film, made in 1941, is still "marked by 
his unique mix of 1930s verbal wit and silent-screen slapstick".

Christians are deserting the Holy Land. The Christian community 
which has survived in the land of Jesus Christ since the time of 
his Crucifixion are emigrating at an accelerating rate and may 
abandon the land of their ancestors altogether. Pressure from 
Israel on their land and livelihoods, settler and army violence 
and a divided Palestinian Arab population - as well as long-term 
worries about the Palestinian Muslim fundamentalist movement - 
are combining to drive them out. 


Filmed during and after the recent massacre of Palestinian 
Muslims at the Hebron mosque, ‘Everyman: The Forgotten Faithful’ 
on Sunday, April 17, with reporter Charles Glass, investigates 
the depopulation of Christian Palestinians and the cause of their 
exile. 


The exodus of Christians from the Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza has seen them reduced from 12 to two per cent of the Arab 
population, and has led the Christian bishops of Jerusalem to ask 
Western embassies to deny Christians’ applications for immigrant 
visas. However, the main points of emigration - the United 
States, Canada and Australia - continue to welcome the Christians 
who come, in the main, from the professional classes. 


Traditionally, Christian towns like Bethlehem now have an 
overwhelming Muslim majority, and Israel continues to confiscate 
land from Christian farmers and villagers. Israel’s penetration 
of the tourism industry at the Christian Holy sites has denied 
Christians one of their main sources of income. Within the 
Palestinian community, the Christians are apprehensive about 
hostility from some of the Muslim fundamentalists.

THE NATURAL WORLD: THE WITNESS WAS A FLY 

Over seven centuries ago, flies "fingered" a murderer in 1Aee 
first recorded case of insect evidence trapping a criminal. ‘The 
Natural World: The Witness Was A Fly’ reveals on Sunday, April 
17, that after a killing in a Chinese village, the elders made 
every man lay down his scythe. Even though the guilty man had 
thoroughly cleaned his weapon, flies found him out. 


Presented by Cambridge expert Dr Zakaria Erzinclioglu, ‘The 
Witness Was A Fly’ is a film about the nature of crime and the 
wildlife clues to its detection. 


Dr Erzinclioglu has spent a lifetime investigating the role of 
flies as witnesses. In one case he helped prove that a murder was 
premeditated when he found that flies were missing from a corpse. 
The murderer had already dug a grave for his victim which 
prevented flies from laying their eggs. 


But it’s not only flies that make good wildlife crime-busters. 
Spiders, and even microscopic plants, have enabled scientists to 
solve some gruesome crimes. In London, a woman was strangled and 
then her body was dragged down a narrow alley. Her killer brushed 
past a spider’s web. The silken strands helped convict him of 
murder. 


Clues can be even smaller. Diatoms, tiny single-celled plants, 
led to a man being sent down for five years. Says Dr 
Erzinclioglu: "A corpse was found in a car in a lake. Although 
the friend of the victim said he had never visited the scene of 
the death, diatoms on his clothes matched those at the lake. He 
was convicted of reckless driving."

The alleged multi-million pound scandal of the Government’s 
schemes to train the long-term unemployed is investigated by

Hounam reveals that behind the reduced unemployment figures, 
Government-funded Training and Enterprise Councils (TECs) are 
seemingly being systematically swindled out of millions by 
private training companies who offer the unemployed little - 
while making big profits for themselves. 


"You’re led to believe that you’1ll get training, with proper 
supervision and add to the skills you’ve got," former Training 
For Work trainee Peter Sadd tells ‘Panorama’. "I went up to this 
railway and I just weeded track, in all weathers." 


Sandia Fowler, former manager of a training company, says: "(The 
training) basically wasn’t effective enough. It wasn’t geared 
to positive results for the trainees. It was geared to what 
wouldn’t cost very much for the company and it was the pervading 
influence all the time." 


Dan Finn, of independent research body the Unemployment Unit, 
tells ‘Panorama’: "People on Government training schemes not only 
come off the unemployment register, but they are also included 
as people at work. So, the Government gets a double effect. It 
reduces the unemployment count on one side and increases the 
number in work on the other. The unemployed person - they still 
get a Giro." 


Has the pressure for performance by TECs, and profits for the 
companies they employ, contributed to Britain’s training record 
still being amongst the worst in Europe? Why is the Government’s 
monitoring system of TECs not working? ‘Panorama’ investigates 
a system that apparently has no net effect on people’s job- 
winning prospects and seemingly squanders public money to support 
a numbers racket.

HORIZON: AFTER THE FLOOD 

For over 100 years the US Army Corps of Engineers has battled to 
tame the mighty Mississippi. Yet, in the Summer of 1993, the 
river caused the worst flooding on record. In ‘After The Flood’ 
on Monday, April 18, ‘Horizon’ asks whether tampering with rivers 
makes flooding worse. 


In every country around the world rivers have been boxed in, 
straightened, shortened, cut-off and dammed. Huge flood control 
systems protect valuable farmland on the floodplain from annual 
inundation. But some now believe there may be a heavy price to 
pay for attempting to control nature. Human intervention in 
complex river systems may, it seems, have unexpected results in 
that rivers respond by flooding more violently, rising to higher 
flood levels and causing more damage. 


Environmentalists now believe that rivers need to be allowed to 
flow freely. In the USA they have mounted a campaign demanding 
that many of the Mississippi’s billion-dollar engineering works 
be demolished, which could result in some of the world’s richest 
agricultural land being returned to the river. 


Bettina Lerner’s film shows how this debate has been influenced 
by a growing crisis in river engineering. She says: "Many 
engineers now admit that rivers are more complex than their old 
text-books suggested. Some have lost faith in the physics and 
mathematics on which the whole science is based, arguing that we 
now have to face the fact that rivers work in such intricate ways 
it may by impossible to accurately predict how they will behave 
when engineered." 


While the debates rage in America, the outcome will be crucial 
in another country. Bangladesh is about to launch one of the most 
ambitious river engineering projects in history to control the 
violent waters of the Bramaputra, a river three times the size 
of the Mississippi. The Bangladeshi government believes it has 
no option if it is to break the cycle of flooding, destruction 
and poverty which holds the country back. But can Bangladeshis 
successfully tame their extraordinary river?

Bismilla is seven years old and has never been able to stand 
upright. At eight months she contracted polio and, ever since 
then, she has crawled around her village in Southern India on all 
fours. Her only hope of a better life is the "magic train" her 
mother has heard about. It is due to come to a nearby village 
soon. 


On Wednesday, April 20, ‘QED’ follows as the ‘Lifeline Express’ - 
a unique surgery train that travels the length and breadth of the 
country, bringing medical care to those who have no access to 
doctors - pulls into the village. Wherever it stops it remains 
for four to six weeks, offering free surgical treatment to 
villagers - bringing hope to the hopeless. 


The train is the brainchild of Sir John Wilson, a remarkable 
Englishman who was blinded in a school laboratory accident at the 
age of 12. He has spent his life tackling disability all over 
the world. "About 35 years ago," he says, "I met Pandit Nehru, 
the Prime Minister of India, and he said: ‘If you want to get 
real outreach into the villages of India you must use the Indian 
rail system for medical services.’ And, of course, it is an 
extraordinary system. There are 700,000 villages in India and 
the rail track is the link between all of them." 


Four years ago Nehru’s comment was turned into action when Sir 
John asked the Indian government for a train that could be 
converted into a mobile hospital. Now the Lifeline Express 
treats as many as 1,200 disabled people in a month. 


"Our ambition," Sir John says, "is to change the pattern of 
childhood disability and adult disability across the world. The 
technology is there; the question is - can we get the application 
going?" 


‘QED’ cameras record as doctors treat patients suffering the 
results of polio, deafness and blindness. The programme, 
produced by Fiona Holmes and narrated by Sue Lawley, includes Sir 
John’s visit to the train and the heart-warming first steps taken 
by Bismilla two weeks after the operation that changed her life.

WILDLIFE ON TWO: CLOWNS OF THE AIR 

Sporting colourful beaks, a Chaplin-like walk, chalky white faces 
and teardrop eyes, puffins have all the tragi-comic qualities of 
a clown. And, like all clowns, they have a tragic side - other 
seabirds either rob them of their fish, or of their flesh. 


Narrated by David Attenborough, the award-winning ‘Clowns Of The 
Air’ is repeated on Wednesday, April 20 as a ‘Wildlife On Two’. 
The puffin circus is a great show. Some puffinries are immense, 
with hundreds of thousands of birds coming ashore between April 
and August each year. These gregarious and social seabirds lay 
eggs and rear their chicks in nesting burrows. They are nosey by 
nature, frequently checking up on their neighbours and often 
barging into other burrows, only to be kicked out if uninvited. 


Puffins, with their torpedo-shaped bodies, really come into their 
own as they "fly" underwater to fish. To escape piracy in the 
air, they have developed some clever techniques such as wheeling 
around and landing rapidly to avoid the attentions of gulls and 
skuas, who attack tiny puffins to grab their catches of fish. 
Some birds even eat puffins. 


"Sadly, the greatest threat comes from humans, as they trawl up 
tonne after tonne of sand eels - the puffin’s staple food - to 
produce meal for pigs and poultry, and for salmon-farming," says 
producer Bernard Walton. "In the 1980s, thousands of puffin 
chicks starved to death. The magical puffin show may not last for 
ever."

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EAST: THE UNLIKELY LADS 

Statistics show a growing number of young Asian men are turning 
to crime and, as ‘East’ reports on Wednesday, April 20, the new 
Asian delinquent tends to be tough, arrogant and not afraid to 
be armed. 


The programme has been allowed unprecedented access to young 
offenders’ institutions to talk to the criminals about their 
lives both in and out of prison, and to the authorities. The 
governor of Feltham Young Offenders’ Institution in West London 
warns that there has been a similar explosion of Asian young 
offenders as in the black community, but adds: "The difference 
is the black community is trying to do something about it while 
the Asians are trying to deny it." 


The programme follows a day in the life of Junaid, a 17-year-old 
inmate convicted of robbery, who says: "What I regret most is 
doing the robberies, and seeing my family suffer and seeing 
people talk about my family." 


But another young inmate who has served three prison sentences 
takes a different attitude. "I’m not bothered about people 
calling me a criminal. I’m just out for the money, not what 
people think. I’11 commit more crimes when I get out ‘cos prison 
don’t really bother me at all." 


The families of many inmates conceal the shame of a prison 
sentence from their community by saying that a beloved son or 
husband is at university or working abroad. 


While some in the Asian community continue to wash their hands 
of the problem, the Asian career criminal is emerging. 


In the programme, the young offenders argue for more support, 
both from the establishment and their own communities.

It’s the first day on the ward for Dr Andrew Collin (Andrew 
Lancel), a newly-qualified houseman who arrives at a large 
general hospital equipped only with theoretical knowledge and a 
sense of humanity, in the first episode of the new drama series 
‘Cardiac Arrest’ on Thursday, April 21.

Underground Spy’ on Friday, April 22. 


London Underground has employed "mystery customers" to check up 
on its service for the last four years. In the second programme 
of the new series, Dylan Winter teams up with these passengers 
who are paid to spy, spending a day on the Victoria Line. 
"Mystery passengers experience mayhem, misery and inefficiency 
at first hand. And, for this programme, I’m not entirely 
convinced that I need hide my camera gear. On the tube people 
are absolutely brilliant at ignoring the behaviour of their 
fellow travellers," he says. 


Kings Cross Station has more than its fair share of problems. 
The memorial clock, in remembrance of the victims of the 1987 
fire, is out of order, a major water leak is causing stalactites 
on the ceiling and a member of staff is refusing to help a 
passenger with bulky luggage: "I can’t carry it, I’m not allowed 
to carry it .... I can’t kill myself," she says. 


At Victoria, the queues for the ticket office are more than 10 
minutes long, with only one automatic ticket machine giving 
change. A counter clerk is having trouble with the timetable, 
which is probably obvious since his "Assistance and Tickets" sign 
is hanging upside down, and the Customer’s Charter is unavailable 
despite posters promoting it throughout the station. 


At Vauxhall, a query about season tickets receives an unhelpful 
response, while on board a train someone is trying to make an 


announcement. Dylan says: "It sounds like leakage from 
somebody’s ‘Walkman’. That announcement went on for about three 
minutes. It’s going on again. You can’t hear a word he’s 


saying. Extraordinary. Do you think he knows he is wasting his 
time?" 


Dylan took his video and complaints to Kevin Ayrton, Kings Cross 
Underground Manager, who gave his response in the only available 
room - a very hot washroom-cum-toilet which also doubles as the 
staff training room. 


He accepted Dylan’s criticisms and provided an update on the 
progress of repairs. He also said the unhelpful member of staff 
(who is not identified) was dismissed by London Underground 
before the video was shown to them. And Depot Manager George 
Roberts has his own complaints about the behaviour of customers 
and gives graphic descriptions of the rubbish and other deposits 
people leave on trains. 


Details of the first programme in this new series can be found 
in this week’s Stop Press pages.

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Two major reconstructions feature in ‘999’ on Friday, April 22. 
The first is the story of a six-hour ordeal for a woman trapped 
in an air pocket under a capsized boat. Heidi Bell and two 
friends were sailing a trimaran just near the Needles, off the 
Isle of Wight, when the three-hulled craft capsized. Heidi’s two 
friends hauled themselves out of the water on to the upturned 
hull, but she found herself underneath it, trapped in a tiny air 
pocket. No-one could have imagined just how complicated it was 
going to be to free her. 


The programme also reveals how a skier survived a night in 
freezing conditions on the Scottish mountains by building a snow 
hole. Robert Anderson lost his way in thick mist at the White 
Corries slopes near Glencoe. Instead of staying put, he carried 
on down the slope until it became too steep to ski, forcing him 
to retrace his tracks on foot. By the time he reached the top 
again he had been on the mountain for five hours, light was 
fading and he was exhausted. It was at this point he decided to 
use his skis to dig a snow-hole. It took about an hour and, 
although very cold and tired, he remembered to mark the spot 
where he was sheltering by making a cross with his skis. It was 
this international distress signal that was to save his life. 


‘999’ continues with the second report on the work of a life- 
saving unit that’s unique to Britain. Two crew members of the 
Helicopter Emergency Medical Service - Dr Gareth Davies and 
paramedic Alan Norman - are again followed in their work. The 
remarkable story of how they helped to save the life of 
construction worker Danny Cole, begun in programme two (week 15, 
April 15), is concluded. The film is not a reconstruction but 
the actual events recorded, as they happened, by a '999’ camera 
crew. It is shown with Danny’s permission and is introduced by 
Juliet Morris.

Geoff Hamilton treks to Slough to meet Chris Chadwell, for whom 
the peak of satisfaction is scaling the slopes of the Himalayas 
to collect specialised plants. Among his collection are some 
potentillas and saxifrage Chadwellia, which he discovered on his 
travels. 


Presenter Nick Wray travels to Bodnant Garden in North Wales to 
the estate of Lord Aberconway, former president of the Royal 
Horticultural Society, to view his collection of luscious 
magnolias which range from the delicate magnolia "Leonard Messel" 
to the outright glamorous magnolia x veitchii - a superstar of 
the species which demands a grand setting. 


Bodnant houses one of the country’s national collections of 
magnolias, which are renowned for their long life and exquisite 
blooms - some magnolia blooms constitute the largest flowers of 
any tree or shrub grown in temperate climates and range in colour 
from white and pale pink to eye-catching crimson. 


Liz Rigbey has also been on her travels and, as previously billed 
for the programme on Friday, March 11, she visits the Channel 
Island of Sark as part of a short series on "gardening breaks" 
to sample the heady scent and visual delight of gardens famed for 
their colour and fragrance.

Mrs Stamp says that it’s 
difficult for a father to have an influence on the children when 
he’s so far away.

"It’s hard being on your own, having no-one to talk to, no-one 
to share things with, no-one to back you," she says. 


Mrs Sara Jones, the widow of Colonel H Jones, VC, who died in the 
battle for Goose Green in the Falklands conflict, has had to 
bring up her two sons alone since her husband’s death. "It meant 
the end of family life as we knew it," she says. Speaking of her 
two boys, she reflects: "The older they got, the more I felt they 
must have missed having a father. You can’t compensate for that, 
there are lots of things you can’t do with them. " Both sons have 
gone on to follow in their father’s footsteps and now serve in 
his old regiment, the Devon and Dorset. 


Back in the studio, co-presenter Caron Keating and guest 
presenter Gavin Campbell discuss the different roles of fathers 
and families with an invited studio audience. 


The programme closes on a thoughtful note. The soldiers 
participating in the programme include men from the Royal 
Engineers, who lost a comrade recently. One of their number, 
Staff Sergeant Chris Sturdy, concludes: "When something like that 
happens, you realise how lucky you are. The last time you see 
your child, it could be the last time, you may never see them 
again. Yeah - it does bring it home."

Food was the inspiration for ‘Just Desserts’, the award-winning 
film which was written, produced and directed by Australian film- 
maker Monica Pellizzari, and stars Dina Panozzo and Anne-Louise 
Lambert (Miranda in Peter Weir’s "Picnic At Hanging Rock" and 
Lucrezia Borgia in the BBC Television series ‘The Borgias’). Shot 
in colour and mixing a black-and-white and a split screen format, 
‘Just Desserts’ is Monica Pellizzari’s fourth short film and 
continues the ‘Screen Firsts’ season on Wednesday, April 13. 


‘Just Desserts’ traces the development of Maria Stroppi’s (Dina 
Panozzo) sexuality through food. Maria is growing up in the 
middle of a turbulent Italian Catholic family in the 1970s in 
surburban Australia. The milestones of her burgeoning womanhood 
are associated with food. Venetian fritters remind her of her 
first attempts to discover her own body, aided by her best friend 
Mona (Anne-Louise Lambert), and dumplings of losing her virginity 
on a surfboard to the tattooed Justin (David Field) - not to 
mention the dreadful scandal about Aunt Angelina. 


Monica Pellizzari was inspired to make this semi-autobiographical 
film when she and actress Dina Panozzo got together and noted 
that memories they had of growing up were, "intrinsically linked 
to the food we ate on those occasions. Those memories were the 
starting point for ‘Just Desserts’."

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SECRET SERVICE: COUNTER SPY 


Stroppy staff, slovenly service and slip-shod maintenance - 
broadcaster Dylan Winter goes undercover to investigate how the 
British treat their customers in the new, four-part series 
‘Secret Service’, starting with ‘Counter Spy’ on Friday, April 
453,. Dylan is best known for his work on BBC-1’s, ‘Nature 
Detectives’ and Radio 4’s ‘A Hack In The Borders’. 


Armed with his microphone, cunningly disguised as an umbrella, 
a camera concealed in the strap of his shoulder bag and dressed 
in his usual tweed jacket, Dylan is television’s most unlikely 
investigative reporter - whizzing around the countryside in his 
own battered Citroen 2CV. 


Virgin Atlantic, Burger King, Ansells brewery, London Underground 
and Lincolnshire County Hospital, all agreed to the secret 
filming and their staff and management comment on the results. 
The idea was acceptable because most major organisations employ 
"mystery customers", to experience and evaluate the service they 
receive. Dylan taps into this covert operation, attending a 
crash course in how to be a "mystery customer" and teaming up 
with "customer spies" throughout the country. "It’s really hard 
to believe you need to go on a three-hour training course to 
pretend to be an ordinary customer. I am already an ordinary 
customer!" he complains. 


In the first programme, ‘Counter Spy’, Dylan sacrifices his 
figure in pursuit of customer service, eating seven hamburgers 
in one day and going on a lengthy pub crawl. His fast food 
exploit was achieved in Central London while seeking out the 
personal touch in branches of Burger King: "Something troubled 
me. They got my order right each time but I had a gut feeling 
that everybody was working from a script. It didn’t feel like 
service, more like being processed," he says. 


In Birmingham, the target was pubs. Accompanied by the 
Controller of West Midlands mystery customers, who prefers to 
remain anonymous, Dylan surveys a variety of public houses run 
by Ansells Limited. 


The first problem was being acknowledged, something Ansells say 
must happen within 30 seconds of entering the bar. One pub 
didn’t sell Ansells beer and the staff were not too happy about 
having to explain, while another had holes in the wall - 
presumably the result of fights - and a toddler playing in the 
bar. 


But the one which had Dylan’s vote as a "cracker" had people six- 
deep waiting to be served and a friendly atmosphere: "It’s more 
than just good service. No staff training could produce the 
natural friendliness we found here," he concludes.

A_BLOCKBUSTING AMBITION 


Dr John MacUre, writer of the hard-hitting new BBC-1 drama 
Cardiac Arrest (starts Thursday, April 21) puts his entry into 
the medical profession down to Bob Holness and ‘Blockbusters’. 


John recalls watching the TV quiz show as a teenaged schoolboy 
with his father. "A kid doing really well told Bob he wanted to 
study medicine. My dad said he was a clever lad and I said ‘You 
don’t have to be that clever to be a doctor’. 


"I was going to do physics at university because I wanted to be 
a pilot, but when my dad said I couldn’t be a doctor it set me 
thinking about what being one was all about." 


John is now a senior house officer at a West Midlands hospital, 
doing exactly the same job as his character Claire Maitland 
(played by Helen Baxendale) in Cardiac Arrest. 


The six-part series came about when John responded to an advert 
placed by independent production company Island World in the 
British Medical Journal, seeking medical writers who wanted to 
be involved in a comedy project. "I sent a couple of sketches 
and at the interview we just chatted about television. The basic 
principle of the series came out of that first conversation. 


"I went into it feeling that I was going to enjoy it, and that 
if it didn’t work out, then that was no reflection on me because 
I didn’t honestly expect it to be picked up. I thought it would 
be a learning experience. 


"I do hope people who watch Cardiac Arrest will have their 
perspective changed, and that their perception of what it’s like 
to be a junior doctor will alter and become a little more 
realistic. I know that many people don’t honestly believe we 
work the hours we do and even then it’s just numbers - 60 or 80 
hours a week." 


Cardiac Arrest takes an uncompromising look at the pressures 


junior doctors are under, but John adds: "When the medical 
advisor Andrew Collins saw the rushes, he said ‘You’ve obviously 
toned it down because the realism would be too great’. I’ve 


avoided situations which I thought would be too much to take. 
I didn’t want to put the audience off - I want people to be 
entertained, not to think that it’s a duty to watch it."

LITTLEWOOD’S LEGACY 


Actor Richard Harris recalls bearing more than just his soul when 
he returns to East London’s Theatre Royal for the Omnibus profile 
of its doyenne, Joan Littlewood (Tuesday, April 19, BBC-1). 


Harris remembers one occasion on which the theatre pioneer he 
describes as "a master" gave him an unforgettable acting lesson. 


"She said ‘Okay take off all your clothes’, so I took off my 
shoes and socks. ‘Take off your shirt, so I took off my shirt. 
‘Take off your pants’, so I took off my pants. ‘Take off your 
underwear’. What! ‘Take off your underwear, there’s no-one here 
but me.’ I took off my underwear. I was balls-naked! 


"She said ‘Stand there. I want you to make me believe that you’re 
fully clothed and to explain your clothes’. You could get a PhD 
in Theatre after two years with her," says Harris. "She was so 
extraordinary." 


Others who pay tribute to Littlewood in Omnibus include Barbara 
Windsor, who says "I’d do anything to work with her again", and 
Victor Spinetti who recalls "She used to call her actors ‘birds’ 
eggs’. She said we were highly decorative and fragile. We 
rehearsed in an area of pink light . She said ‘I want my birds’ 
eggs to feel good, to look lovely’." 


FROM _CLITHEROE TO BANGKOK 


Jayne Ashbourne, who returns as Carmen in the second series of 
The Riff Raff Element (starts Tuesday, April 19, BBC-1) found the 
pressures of filming in Thailand for the American TV series 
‘Young Indie’ tighter than she expected. 


Jayne, who has only just returned from the Far East, had to wear 


a restricting corset and sunblock throughout filming. "It was 
pretty uncomfortable in the period clothing, but the heat made 
it unbearable," she says. "I had to stay very pale, so I was 


smothered in sunblock cream too! 


"It made me remember very fondly the chilly days of December last 
year, when we were filming The Riff Raff Element near Clitheroe, 
in Lancashire. "Working in Thailand was a fascinating experience 
but I’m glad to be home!"

ACCORDION COMEDY 


John Forte was inspired to write his first screenplay, the Screen 
Two comedy Henri (Wednesday, April 20, BBC-2), by his experiences 
as a teenager in the Belfast School of Music. "It was there that 
I inflicted my violin playing on others in orchestras both at 
home and abroad," he says. 


The story of John’s comedy revolves around talented 10-year-old 
accordion player Henrietta Begley (played by award-winning Ulster 
accordionist Kara Bowman, aged 12) who sets out to take the 
Belfast musical establishment by storm with her instrument. 


"Although I didn’t meet her until shooting had begun I was 
gratified to hear from Kara that she had actually experienced 
many of the same prejudices about the accordion as Henri does," 
says John. 


When Henri was shot in Northern Ireland last year, Kara was the 
British Under-13 Accordion Champion. She’s still a member of the 
Killycoogan Accordion Band who have won the British Championships 
for the past four years and will be seeking a fifth successive 
title in Scarborough at the end of April. 


Kara started playing the accordion at the age of nine and gets 


her love of music from her grandfather, Jack Bowman. "When we 
go down to see my grandfather we get out our accordions and play 
a few tunes together," she says. "He’s still very good and has 


always been very helpful about my playing." 


Like Henri, Kara lives in a rural part of Northern Ireland. 
"When we started filming I hadn’t really been to Belfast all that 
much," she says. "It was nice to see around it. Where I live you 
don’t see a lot of soldiers or policemen or helicopters and that 
was fairly interesting." 


Kara stars in Henri with Belfast schoolgirl Cheryl O’Dwyer, who 
plays Finnoula Dougan, and adds: "It was great fun to act with 
Cheryl. We became good friends during the filming. We still talk 
to one another on the phone and send each other letters."

THE SARAFINA! STORY 


"I wanted to do a musical that would popularise the music of 
South Africa, and tell the story of the resilience of the 
children as they fight the apartheid system." 


So says Mbongeni Ngema of his hit Broadway musical Sarafina!, the 
film version of which comes to BBC-2 on Sunday, April 17, as a 
Screen Two contribution to the Wind Of Change season marking BBC- 
tv’s coverage of South Africa’s first multi-racial elections. 


"I wrote the play for Leleti Khumalo who stars in the title role. 
I met her when she was 13 years old," recalls Ngema. "She was 
among a group of dancers being trained in a township backyard, 
and I immediately saw an amazing talent in her." 


The musical was premiered in Johannesburg in 1987. "As a black 
South African, it is nearly impossible to put on a play because 
we are raised in poor communities where there are no theatre or 
music schools for black people. To see this work finally staged 
was against all odds," says Ngema. 


New York’s Lincoln Centre then invited the production to appear 
in the United States for a short run, but after rave reviews 
‘Sarafina!’ moved to Broadway. It went on to receive five Tony 
Award nominations, including Best Musical. Ngema then began 
collaborating with BBC Television producer David Thompson on a 
film version. He commissioned William Nicholson to co-write the 
film script with Ngema, and producer Anant Singh joined the team. 


"Wherever I was working around the world," recalls Ngema, 
“William Nicholson, David Thompson and I would meet and sit down 
to write. Then one day Anant Singh called and asked how I would 
feel about casting Whoopi Goldberg in the film. I told him that 
she would be wonderful as Mary, the school teacher." 


Whoopi first met Singh at the Cannes Film Festival. She recalls: 
"We started talking. He said he was getting ready to do 
Sarafina! and I said I’d love to read the script. I liked it so 
much that I asked if there was anywhere I could slip into it 
without being too distracting." 


"I was hesitant at first," reveals the Academy Award-winning 
actress about accepting the role, "because the last thing I 
wanted to do was to take a part from a South African. But the 
people at that end said I should take the role. I’ve always 
wanted to be in the eye of the storm anyway, so I was both 
thrilled and nervous." 


The first African-American actress to shoot a film in Soweto, 
Whoopi was welcomed to the production, which was supported by 
Nelson Mandela and ultimately all the black liberation groups. 
"The role was so well written and said such good things that I 
had to do it," adds Whoopi.

BBC-2 GRABS A ‘PIZZA’ THE ACTION 


BBC-2 celebrates its 30th birthday with a special evening of 
programmes hosted by David Attenborough on Saturday, April 16, 
and it’s also marked the event by invading ‘the other side’. 


The channel’s distinctive ‘2’ idents have been borrowed by Pizza 
Hut restaurants for a commercial plugging a two-for-the-price-of- 
one promotion on Carlton Television and Channel Four in London. 


Pam Masters, BBC-tv’s Head of Presentation, and BBC-2 Controller 
Michael Jackson agreed to the idents being used after they were 
approached by advertising agency Duckworth, Finn, Grubb, Waters. 
"We felt it was right for us," says, Masters, "particularly as 
the Pizza Hut target audience is also one of ours. The values 
were good and positive, and it could only be good for BBC-2." 


Charlie Dawson, account director with the agency, says: "In the 
past, we’ve parodied Star Trek and Bruce Lee films. the adverts 
work well if they involve something well known to the audience. 
In this instance, the ‘2’ fitted in with the two-for-the-price- 
of-one theme." 


The commercial, which features David Schneider (a regular from 
BBC-2 news spoof The Day Today), will run for four weeks. 


MRS. T’s MINT PASSION 


Former Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher had a passion for mint 
chocolates, her daughter Carol reveals in the second programme 
in the new series of MasterChef (Sunday, April 17, BBC-1). 


"My mother regarded food simply as fuel - fill up and on you go. 
But she’s the only person I’ve ever seen chain eat an entire box 
of Elizabeth Shaw mint crisps... quite a feat," says Carol. 


She says that "nosh" is the best term to describe meals at Chez 
Thatcher. Her father, Denis was mad keen on cooking. "He cooked 
nursey food and liked everything furiously overcooked," says 
journalist Carol who says that she developed her palate whilst 
travelling. "I’m incredibly greedy - that’s my foodie 
credential!" she admits.

DYLAN’S SPY’S EYE VIEW 


Dylan Winter goes undercover to spy on the ways in which various 
organisations treat their customers in Secret Service (starts 
Friday, April 22, BBC-2), but how did he hide the cameras? 


"I needed a camera hidden so that no-one could see it even when 
they were standing in front of me," says presenter Dylan. "I 
needed a microphone which I could point at people without them 
realising what it was. I needed equipment which would work in 
an aircraft at 33,000ft, in a noisy pub and a burger bar, and 
which would blend in with expectant mothers in a maternity unit." 


Dylan’s microphone was concealed in a collapsible umbrella. "I 
wondered what would happen if it rained and I had to stand 
outside with with a tightly-furled umbrella," he laughs, "but 
fortunately it didn’t rain." Other microphones were hidden in 
all sorts of places, sometimes in rolled-up newspapers and 
magazines to allow them to be pointed in the right direction. 


David Dawson, the producer of Secret Service, thought he’d had 
a bright idea about where to hide Dylan’s cameras - inside a 
trilby hat. But the scheme was dropped when Dylan realised that 
to keep the camera still he had to pretend to have a permanently 
stiff neck! The solution was to perch a tiny camera, no larger 
than a lipstick, on his shoulder, disguised to look like part of 
the strap of his bag. The bag contained a video recorder. 


"Not once was my cover blown or my camera spotted," says Dylan. 
"Using the latest miniature technology, and the skills of ace BBC 
cameramen, we’ve achieved outstanding picture and sound quality 
as well as some great stories." 


FREEZER IS HOT IN AMERICA 


Life In The Freezer, David Attenborough’s stunning BBC-1 series 
on wildlife in Antarctica, has received rave reviews in America. 


Shown in its entirety on March 14 on the TBS cable channel as a 
special edition of ‘National Geographic Explorer’, Life In The 
Freezer received an audience rating of 2.2, which translates into 
2,048,000 households. The channel’s average Monday night rating 
is 1.8. 


Eric Mink of New York’s ‘Daily News’ was just one of the American 


critics who raved about Attenborough’s Antarctic odyssey. "I can 
think of only two ways to improve Life In The Freezer," said 
Mink. "Cut out the commercials and add more programme material. 


Beyond that, nature documentaries really don’t get any better 
than this one." 
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
